CREAT BRITAIN. 
ABSCONDED. 

Lorpox, Eng., Aug. 9.—The trial of Alexan- 
der and William Collie, on the charge of obtain- 
taining large sums of money from the London 
and Westminister Bank on false pretenses, was 
brought to a sudden stop this morning by the 
announcement that Alexander Collie bad ab- 
sconded. His bail was therenpon forfeited, and 
@ warrant issued for his arrest. Messrs. Collie's 
solicitors and Sergeant Ballantine announced 
their withirawai from the case. The prosecu- 
tion declined to proceed against William Collie 
in the absence of Alexander, but he was ordered 
to appear a month hence, and the case was ad- 
journed. : 

New Yorx, Aug. 9.—A cable rumor has it 
that the London and Westminster Bank com- 
promised with Alezander Collie, and allowed 
him to escape to the’ Continent, and that the 
proceedings against hie brother William have 
been discontinued by the bank. Five thousand 
dollars reward bas been offered for the appre- 
hension of Collie.

RIOTING IN GLASGOW. 

Lonrponr, Aug. 10—5 a. m.—A special to the 
Standard from Glasgow reports that sixty 
rioters, many of whom were badly burt, were 
brought before the Magisirates yesterday 
morning and remanded to jail. Rioting broke 
out again in the suburbs on Mondav, and volun- 
teers and regular troops were ordered to hold 
themselves in readimess, but the disturbance 
was quieted by the reading of the riot act, 
It is remarked that mobs of Catholics armed 
with hatchets, steel knuckles, and knives, are 
organized and acting under leaders.

FRANCE. 
THE SEYYID OF ZANZIBAR m PARIS. 

Panis, July 25.—The Seyyid of Zanzibar leaves 
Parie to-morrow. The Capital of France is thus 
about to lose the only Sovereign whom she has 
officially possessed this year. Ten days ago the 
people of Paris, and, indeed, of France, knew 
scarcely anything of Zanzibar and ite Sultan. A 
large Mareeilles house, Rabaud, has established 
factories at Zanzibar, and for some years 
coffee has been exported, which popuiar- 
ized the name Zanzibar in France. This 
wie about all that Parimane knew 
of that little corner of the globe. The Seyyid's 
visit, therefore, has hardly ruled the ordinary 
course of Parisian life, aud the mass of the peo- 
ple have hardly perceived his presence. The 
French Government received bim and bis suite 
in modest apartments in the Hotel de Louvre, a 
military attache and ap interpreter have accom- 
anied him in his excursions, and the bill which 
‘rance will bave to pay for his visit will scarcely 
exceed £2,400. Thoee who have come in con- 
tact with him give him high praise. He has

HOW A COLORADO MARSHAL FEATHERED HIS NEST.

a large number of fraudulent accounts, 
many of which the Treasury paid. While 
the expenditures of the judicial officers were 
under the supervision of the Secretary of the 
Interior, the Colorado Marshal was allowed 
$1.25 a day for keeping prisoners from the time 
he arrested them until they were disposed of by 
the courts of the Territory. When the expendi- 
tures of the courts and Federal judicial officers 
were put under the control of the Attorney- 
General, this allowance of $1.25 a day for keep- 
ing prisoners waa still allowed to the Colorado 
Marshal. Ssaffenberg has charged for keeping

ASAD EVENT. 


The Scheffer Suicide at St. Paul- rue 
Victim’s Miethodical Tladness—Life 
incidents, 

Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Pauw, Ang. 9.—The death by suicide 
of Charles Scheffer, banker and merchant, is 
atill the absorbing subject of interest in this city 
and vicinity. The letter found on his body ad- 
dressed to his wife is tenderly affectionate, and 
tells that, fearing he would become a burden- 
some trouble and cause of regret for all who 
knew him, he thought it better to remove him- 
self while yet they could remember him only 
in the possession of physical and mental vigor. 
Ou the envelope he wrote his wishes regarding 
the fuberal, and designating friends and rela- 


a 


tives to have charge of it and be 
advisers of his wife and children. He 
leaves four children by his first wife. His 


melancholy end resulted from an accident oo- 
curring on the Virginia Midland Railway, Dec. 
7 last, when he was on his bridal trip, and re- 
ceived severe injuries about the head, affecting 
both brain and spine. He was for some time 
under the care of Gen. Hammond, at New York. 
Cautions from eminent physicians to his family 
indicate a belief that strong mental or physical 
excitement was likely to produce almost instan- 
taneously insanity, which would quickly result in 
death. Sometbing of the physicians’ fears 
necessarily became known to Scheffer. 
His cares in the banking end mer- 
cantile business have been materially 
lightened since his return from New York. If 
any business affairs worried him, it must have 
been that of former friends. whom he rescued 
from serious troubie two or three years ago, but 
he a happy faculty of throwing off 
care, and, being interested in music, literature, 
and society, his mind has not seemed impaired 
since the accident above mentioned. No sus- 
picion of bis suicidal purpose was aroused. His 
appearance and actions preceding the event were 
natural. His arrangements were methodical, 
and iucinded strict attention to all pending 
business affairs up to starting out for the 
Walk from which he never returned, which 
took himto the graves of his first wife, and 
Haucke, Esch, and Zenzius, his old friends and 
associates in the Musical Society, of which he 
was President. There was uo marked change iu 
lis demeaoor. 

He has been one of the most successful busi- 
ness men in the State, having managed large 
affairs with unvarying success. His death is 
widely regretted among all classes of people. 
The'insanity which led him to suicide concealed 
itself so perfectly that bis most intimate frieuda, 
though they knew him liable to it, saw po indi- 
cations of ite coming on. 

On the occasion of his funeral to-morrow at- 
ternoon business here will generally be sus- 
pended. 

When Mr. Scheffer came to this country, in 
1849, 14 years old, he supported for a time his 
parents apd younger brothers by playing & 
bandolia, and finally in that way accumulated 
money enough to move the family to Milwaukee. 
Eventually, be was employed 12 4˙7 Fitzger- 
ald & Co. to superintend their k at Menasba. 
In 1856 this tirm took him into partnership, and

Another self-engrossed public officer has 
turned up. This time the party hails from 
Colorado, jis residence Denver, name Snar- 
FENBERG, and occupation United States Mar- 
shal. Denver is quite a bit of a distance, so 
to speak, from the headquarters of the Bureau 
of Justice, yet the peculiar enchantment lent 
to the view by the Marshal’s manner of doing 
busi helped the Attorney-General at 
Washington to appreciate the services which 
SSAFFENBERG was rendering the Government. 
It appears that the Marshal, like many others 
before him, had early dreams of suddenly ac- 
cumulated wealth, and also had faith enough 
in those dreams to do all in his power to 
bring them to fruition. His opportunity 
lasted seven years, and he improved it. The 
Government allowed him $1.25 per day for 
the maintenance of prisoners while in his 
hands until disposed of by the courts. No 
better opportunity for employing the extraor- 
dinary power of multiplication possessed by 
the Marshal was needed. Faxstarr’s story of 
the men in buckram would pale into insig- 
nificance before the accounts current of this 
zealous officer. Prisoners were credited with 
the $1.25 daily, months before they were 
captured, and then, to maintain the eternal 
fitness of things, the Government was charged 
the $1.25 months after the criminals had 
been convicted and placed in State Prison or 
had escaped. Thus this law officer waxed 
rich, and gave no heed to the consequences 
which an investigation might entail. The 
investigation came at last, and the result is 
that Mr. Suarrensenc is presented by the 
Government with a bill amounting to $60,000 
or $70,000, which sum the Attorney-General 
desires Mr. S. to pay into the Treasury of the 
United States in order that the people may 
have a fair show.

LEGALITY OF A NEW ISSUE OF LEGAL- 
TENDERS. 


In Senator Morton's great speech at Ur- 
bana, O., on Saturday last, he referred to the 
former Democratic hostility to the greenback. 
Mr. PeNpieTon was in Congress at the date 
of the Legal-Tender act, and opposed it vio- 
lently.. He declared it to be “‘ wholesale rob- 
bery, and predicted that the greenbacks, 
once issued, would never be recalled or re- 
deemed; that demagogues would from time 
to time demand an increase of their issue; 
that those notes would depreciate ; that the 
means of widows and orphans would be in- 
vested in them; that they would bear the 
hand of Cam“; and that, after reducing tens 
of thousands of the people of the country to 
bankruptcy and ruin, they would be repudiat- 
ed! Mr. Penpieron, in a recent speech, de- 
clared that he had never changed his opinion 
that it was unconstitutional for Congress to 
make anything a legal-tender save gold and 
silver. 
said : 
Mr, Taveman, Mr. Bararp, and I believe every Dem- 
ocratic member of the Senate, has from time to time de. 
nied the power of Congress to make greenbacks a legal- 
tender, charged that the Supreme Court by which the 
decision was made was packed, although the decision 
went no further than holding that Congress had the 
power to pass such a law in time of war. 

The legal-tender cases were decided by a 
Court composed of nine Judges. Chief—Jus- 
tice CHa and Justices Newson, Cxxrrond, 

and Frevp held the act to be unconstitution- 
al; while the majority, consisting of Justices 
Srrone, Brapizy, Davis, Mun, and 
Swarxx, held the act to be constitutional. 

The Court had previously, when composed of 
eight Judges, by a decision of five to three, 

decided adversely to the legality of the Legal- 

Tender act so far as it applied to contracts 

made previous to the Legal-Tender act. After 
this first decision, Judge Gurs, one of the 

majority, resigned; and another member was 
added to the Court, and to these two places 
Justices Srrone and Brapiey were appointed. 
The opinion of the majority in the second 
case was delivered by Justice Srrona, Justice 
BraDiey reading a concurring opinion. Jus- 
tices Davis, Mun, and Swayne had ex- 
pressed their opinions as dissenting Judges in 
the first case. The constitutionality of the 
Legal-Tender act was affirmed by all these 
Judges upon the ground that it was an aux- 
iliary power, as authorizing the means where- 
by some other power might be exercised. 
The military powers of the Government were 
not questioned. Congress had power also 
to borrow money, and to anticipate its rev- 
enues. Congress, the Court held, could re- 
sort to amy means appropriate or conducive 
to the execution of any or all of the powers 
of the Government; and, in considering 
whether the Legal-Tender act was an appro- 
priate instrumentality for the execution of 
the known powers of Congress, the Court 
said : 

Piainly, to this inquiry a consideration of the time 
when they were enacted and of the circumstances in 


which the Government then stood is important. It is 
not to be denied that acts may be adapted to the ex- 


times. 

The Court then recapitulated the circum- 
stances in which the country was placed when 
the Legal-Tender acts were passed : a civil war 
threatened the overthrow of the Government ; 
the equipment of large armies and navies and 
their support, and the employment of money 
beyond the ordinary sources of supply, were 
demanded ; the Treasury was empty, and 
credit was exhausted ; moneyed institutions 
could advance no more; taxation was inade- 
quate to pay even the interest on the debt 
already incurred; the necessity was imme- 
diate and pressing. There was due to the 
army in the field $20,000,000; the current 
expenditure was over $1,000,000 per day ; 
the coin in the country was inadequate to the 
wants of the Government for three months ; 
we had no foreign credit. There was a par- 
alysis of trade and business, threatening a

I have expressed that the power to make Treasury 
notes a legal-tender, whilst a mere incidental one to 
that of issuing the notes themselves, and to one of the 
forms of borrowing money, is nevertheless 6 power 
not to be resorted to except on extraordinary and press- 
ing occasions, euch as war or other public ren 
cies of great gramty and importance ; and should be no 
lonver continued than all the circumstances of the case 
demand, 

The legality of the Legal-Tender acts, 
therefore, rested upon the great and over- 
whelming necessity created by the War of 
obtaining money to support armies and na- 
vies and maintain the national existence 
against the destruction by which it was men- 
aced, Even then the acts were held to be 
valid by the mere accident of the resignation 
of Judge Gun. Had he not resigned, the 
decision could not have been obtained from 
the Court. In the light of all the facts at- 
tending that decision, and of the grounds of 
the decision itself, is there any person who 
believes that the Court would sustain the en- 
actment of a law directing a new issue of 
Treasury notes, made a legal-tender in time 
of peace, with the national credit fully re- 
stored; with the Gqvernment in daily ex- 
change of bonds bearing a reduced rate of in- 
terest for others bearing the rates demanded 
in time of war; with an army reduced to a 
peace standard and a navy practically dis- 
banded ; with production and commerce in- 
creased and the Government in the receipt of 
an annual surplus of revenue ? 

Should the Democratic party now obtain 
the control of the Government, and should 
it, as proposed in Ohio, abolish the National 
Banks and issue four to six hundred addition- 
al millions of scrip and make them legal- 
tenders, who is there that believes the Su- 
preme Court would sustain such action a day ? 
Nor do the Democrats believe the Court will 
do so. But, having abolished the National 
Banks, and having had the greenbacks de- 
clared to be no longer legal-tenders, they will 
have created a necessity for the restoration of 
the old State bank systems, where each State 
will have a different system. ‘Then the coun- 
try will have a heterogeneous currency, and 
the notes of no bank will be current at par 
100 miles from the place of issae, when a 
man traveling will have to exchange his bank- 
notes, at a shave, for the notes of the State 
in which he happens to find himself. Then 
the age of wild-cat, red-dog, and blue-pup 
currency will be restored; the business of 
counterfeiting will be revived in all its former 
glory; and every broker's office in the land 
will become a place for the sale of uncurrent 
bank-notes. To this State-bank system the 
State-Sovereignty party is seeking to return, 
and their steps to that end are: 1, abolition 
of the National Banks; 2, a new issue of le- 
gal-tenders to be declared void, and then a 
bank chartered by a State in every village in 
the land to spew out shinplasters to be coun- 
terfeited. 

THE CENTENNIAL EXHIBITION. 

Mr. Joun Jay, formerly United States Min- 
ister at Vienna, is writing a series of long let- 
ters in the New York 77ridune, with the seem- 
ing purpose of securing a postponement of 
the proposed Centennial Exhibition on ac- 
count of the inadequacy of the preparations 
and the discredit it is likely to bring upon the 
nation. The doubts which he raises are (1) 
the questionable expediency of our Govern- 
ment assuming the responsibility of an inter- 
national exposition at any time; (2) the un- 
advisability of making a first attempt so soon 
after the Vienna Exhibition; (3) the incon- 
venience of allying a celebration of the Cen- 
tennial with an international exhibition ; and 
(4) the probability that European Govern- 
ments may assume the invitations to them as 
a request that they shall assist in commemo- 
rating the birth of a Republic which is antag- 
onistic to the monarchical form of govern- 
ment. There is one general answer to all 
these objections, to-wit: It is some four years 
since the plan for celebrating the Centennial 
by a grand Exposition was adopted, and 
it is too late, within a few months 
of this celebration, to overthrow the entire 
scheme, and substitute any other that will do 
the American people anything like the same 
amount of credit, The managers of the 
Philadelphia Exhibition claim that the prep- 
arations are already farther advanced than 
were those of Vienna or Paris at the same 
number of months previous to the opening 
of their respective Expositions. If this is 
true, we see no good reason why the Phila- 
delphia Exposition should not be a fair re- 
fiex of the industrial and scientific status and 
progress of the nation. We might have a 
more flattering exhibit by waiting a few 
years, and availing ourselves meanwhile of the 

suggestions of Mr. Jay and others, 
but such an exhibit would not fairly repre- 
sent the condition of the conntry at the end 
of the first 100 years, as the Centennial idea 
— Exposition intended it should. By 
waiting fifty years or another century longer, 
our children and great-grandchildren might 
do the country still more credit, but that 
is mo reason why we should wait. An 
exhibition at the end of the first centennial 
will give an opportunity for a proper compar- 
ison of the progress of the next century. It 
is not believed that we have already reached 
the acme of excellence. 

8o far as the Government's connection 
with the Exposition is concerned, Mr. Jay 
errs in giving any strength to the notion that 
the Government has assumed the responsi- 
bility for either its success or failure. In all 
the legislation on the matter, it has been ex- 
pressly stipulated that the Government

The simple fact is that he American Cen- 
tennial Exhibition has already advanced too 
far to admit of any serious thought of re- 
ceding. It must go on, and the managers 
and the American people should make the 
best exhibition they can. If we fail to do 
ourselves entire justice, even that circum- 
stance will illustrate a national tendency ; 
and the Exposition, as a whole, will be a fair 
and fitting reflex of the present condition and 
character of the American people upon the 
hundredth birthday of the Republic. What- 
ever that may be, we must abide by it. 

A LEADING CASE. 

The lawsuit mentioned in our special dis- 
patch of yesterday from Davenport, Ia., will 
make a sensation, if pressed to trial. The 
Davenport & St. Paul Railroad Company 
placed a large number of bonds in Europe, 
through Savissacn & Co., a firm of Frank- 
fort bankers The road has got 
into trouble. The reason therefor, per- 
haps, appears from a passing remark 
made in the dispatch, which speaks of the 
President of the railway as the Secretary of 
the Construction Company.” This sort of 
organization ought to be calleda ‘* Destruc- 
tion Company.” Be this as it may, the 
bonds have proved an unprofitable invest- 
ment, and a number of persons holding them 
in Germany have sued Savispacnu & Co, for 
damages, alleging that the latter obtained 
money on them by making false representa- 
tions. The bankers claim that they merely 
repeated the representations made to them 
by the officers of the Railroad Company, and 
have notified the latter that they will sue 
them to recover anything that they may lose 
in the suits brought at Frankfort. This 
is a new thing in litigation. If 
the Frankfort bankers are held to 
be liable to the victims who exchanged hard 
money for very soft bonds, there will be a 
mighty crop of such suits in Germany, Hol- 
land, and England. The decision in the Sir 
Joux Hay case, on which we commented 
yesterday, shows that the English Courts 
are prepared to go some lengths in punishing 
the stool-pigeons of speculators.. Will they 
not go farther in punishing the active agents 
of these adventurers? When the Committee 
of the House of Commons was taking testi- 
mony in behalf of the English holders of 


worthless foreign bonds, the London press 


commented severely upon the responsibility 
of London brokers for these speculative 
swindlers. There can be no doubt of 
the moral responsibility, but the extent 
of the legal liability remains to be defined. 
If Savispacn & Co. and others in their po- 
sition are mulcted in damages, the over- 
burdened dockets of our courts will groan 
under a multitude of new suits. Heretofore 
there has practically been no redress for an 
European who was victimized by an Amer- 
ican sharper. The Savrepacn case, if car- 
ried into the Iowa courts, may establish a 
precedent that will right this wrong. How 
sad it would be if plundered Americans 
should take the hint and sue Mr. Henry C. 
Bow and other leading religious editors 
for selling their editorial columns to wild- 
cat railroad schemes, and so beggaring thou- 
sands of poor Christians for the sake of dis- 
honestly enriching one wealthy one. 


For the first time in the history of the 
United States, the people have time and op- 
portunity to fully discuss the great questions 
of taxation and currency, and decide upon 
them. The issue of the earnest and eager de- 
bate now in progress in Ohio, and everywhere 
east of the Rocky Mountains, will be the 
establishment of a National policy on these 
two points, which will be not only definite 
but permanent. Heretofore both questions 
have been occasionally taken up, but the dis- 
cussion has been interrupted, reinterrupted, 
and finally laid aside without any settled re- 
sults having been reached. With the year 
1875 comes the first fair opportunity to fully 
and deliberately discuss these two vital points 
analytically and synthetically. Hitherto they 
have been handled empirically. 

When the Government was established, the 
science of paper credits was in its infancy. 
The data and experience requisite for it had 
not been gathered. There had not been the 
necessary induction. ALExanpeR Hammer, 
backed by the whole Federalist party, and 
heartily sustained by President Wasuineoron, 
created the United States Bank, with a charter 
that could not be changed until its appointed 
term of years had elapsed. The currency 
question was thus kept out of politics. When 
the charter approached its termination, the 
question turned on rechartering it, which the 
‘people negatived, and upon its ruins the sys- 
tem of State banks was founded by the State- 
Sovereignty party, and led to the terrible 
financial panic of 1837, from which the 
country did not recover for five or six years. 

Meanwhile the tariff had been a party foot- 
ball,—the plaything of politicians. Now it 
was up, now down. Now protec- 
tion, then horizontal, again something 
approaching free trade, was the policy of the 
country. Public men knew little or nothing 
of the principles of political economy. The 
nine years’ wonder excited by the appearance 
of Apam Smirn’s Wealth of Nations” in 
England was over before we had recovered 
from the Revolution, and the great bouk came 
very slowly into notice on this side the Atlantic. 
Werra stultified himself, a ia Bourwxt1, 
by publicly announeing that there was no 
such thing as a science of political econo- 
my,—an assertion that was less foolish then 
than when Secretary Bovrwztz imitated it, 
but was still absurd. So the tariff was treated, 
not scientifically, but sectionally. When the

all point one way. ‘The period now opening 
before us finds its prototype in that through 
which England passed before resuming specie- 
payments half a century ago. The Bull- 
ion Report.” which turned the seale in favor 
of honest money there, is still the great ar- 
mory,—a collection of golden reasons for 
gold mohey. This, or an adaptation of it, 
by the way, ought to be printed in handy 
form for popular use in this country. It 
forms an appendix to Prof. W. G. Sumwzns’s 
valuable work on American Currency.” 
The conclusions reached by the prosperous 
and intelligent communities of the Old 
World may be condensed into two : 

(1) The currency of a country should con- 
sist of specie, and of paper issued on a specie 
basis, convertible into gold on demand and 
at par, issued by private capital concentrated 
in banks regulated by the National Govern- 
ment, 

(2) The tax on imported goods should be 
the lowest possible, levied solely for revenue, 
leaving the greatest possible freedom of ex- 
change. 

To these conclusions the American people 
will come at last. In 1868, they utterly 
rejected the schemes of direct repudiation 
pressed upon them by artful demagogues led 
by Pexpietow and Jonnson, who measured 
public honesty by their own low standard. 
They will reject, sooner or later, the schemes 
of indirect repudiation now urged by sections 
of the Democratic party and its allies. A 
majority of the jury is intelligent. The 
greatest interests are at stake. Let the argu- 
ment wax hotter and hotter ! 


BARNUM AND THE NEW TORK PRESS. 

We regret to see that the New York daily 
newspapers are all by the ears, and are claw- 
ing, scratching, and snarling at each other, 
and calling each other all sorts of hard 
names. The Tribune, the Times, the World, 
the Herald, the Sun, and the Graphic, are 
thé principal offenders, but all the little con- 
cerns are at it also, just as when the big 
dogs get into a fight all the small curs yelp 
and snap around them, at a safe distance 
from the scene of combat. The Times ac- 
cuses the Tribune of obtaining money under 
false pretenses by misrepresenting its circu- 
lation, and offers to bet fabulous sums that 
it has the largest circulation. The World, 
like some vigorous Amazon howling at her 
opponent, keeps shrieking “‘ Jay Goto“ at 
the Tribune, now and then stopping 
to give the Times a piece of its mind. The 
Sun works itself into a frenzy over all three 
papers, although the Tribune has been Sun- 
struck the most. The Herald is running 
a-muck, hitting everybody. The Tribune 
hits back manfully, but won’t mention any of 
its assailants by name. It treats them all 
with a lofty disdain, turns up its nose at 
them, won't speak to them on the street, 
draws its skirts about itself when it passes 
them, and as the average female who gets 
mad with some other crushes her with the 
overwhelming epithet that woman, so the 
Tribune from the top of its tall tower sneer- 
ingly alludes to its antagonist as that paper.” 
All thisissad. Gorrugrsings, “ On every height 
there lies repose”; most certainly, then, 
should there be peace and rest and serene 
tranquillity way up in that tall tower, instead 
of the noise and confusion which now prevail 
there. But the fault is not alorte with the 
Tribune. All of these papers are equally to 
blame, according to the measure of their 
strength, and the saddest feature of the scrim- 
mage is the example which they are setting 
to the newspapers outside of New York City. 
We have hitherto been asked to believe that 
all the intellect, the brilliancy, the virtue, the 
respectability, and the enterprise of the news- 
paper world was confined to the New York 
City papers. They are held up by them- 
selves as models to copy. They never 
tire of reminding the world that 
they are the metropolitan press,” and 
all other newpapers are provincial. Peri- 
odically they condescend to give us outsiders 
lessons in the amenities of journalism. As 
oracles, they furnish the authors, and pict- 
ure-painters, and impresarios with certifi- 
cates which the provincial papers are expected 
to honorat sight. And now what a spectacle do 
these greatexemplars, these monopolists of all 
that is nice and good in journalism, these pom- 
pous, high-toned, swell-fronted, eye-glassed, 
and swallow-tailed teachers and leaders in 
newspaper literature, present us, with their 
vulgar snarling and slanderous back-biting,! 
And in hot weather, too! In the month of 
August, even, when the dog star is supposed 
to rage, and dogs run mad, and cholera morbus 
prevails! Now, if the guides, and teachers, 
and philosophers of journalism, the A No. 1, 
gilt-edged editors, the very creme de la creme 
of the profession, conducts itself in this ruf- 
fianly and low-toned manner, is it any won- 
der that the Podunk Gazette, and the Squana- 
cook Herald of Freedom, the Chicago Times, 
and the Staats-Zeitung, get foul of each other 
and empty buckets of Billingsgate upon one 
another, and make themselves a general 
nuisance in their respective neighborhoods ? 
They have not had the education and advan- 
tages of the metropolitan press. They are 
not high-toned. They do not belong to 
Arcadian Clubs, and Lotus Clubs, and 
Swallow-Tail Clubs; do not live in tall 


fast horses at Jerome Park, have beer- 
salo ons in their basements, with elevators at- 
tached, entertain pretty actresses and prima 
donnas, and have the first shy at Dukes, 
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alone, until some fine day when longer for- 
bearance ceases to be a virtue but we dare 
not think of it.

CRIME IN IOWA, 

Again comes the old, old story, from Iowa, 
of violence, assault, rape, murder, and other 
crimes, the most of them going unpunished. 
Fifty-seven cases of rape this summer, and 
only three convictions! Six murders during 
the last month, and not one of the murderers 
will be hanged—perhaps not one of them will 
be punished! And all this time the silly 
sentimentalists of the Bove school are ap- 
pealing for mercy for the murderers, and 
have no sympathy for the murdered, no word 
of comfort for the friends and relatives of the 
victims, no demand for the protection of 
society against the passions and malevolence 
of murderers. The chief cause of this fear- 
ful avalanche of crime in Iowa is the aboli- 
tion of capital punishment. This applies to 
murder, but, from the prevalence of other 
crimes, it would almost seem that all punish- 
ment had been abolished. As the result of 
this abolition of capital punishment, there is 
to-day no check or restraint upon the evil 
passions of men. But, say the sentimen- 
talists, punish the murderer by imprisoning 
him for life. This is light deterring influence 
to @ man grown so vicious or so desperate as 
to deliberately take the life of his fellow-man, 
and, even were it a punishment, it is nullified 
by the fact that statistics prove the murderer 
will be pardoned before his term expires, and 
will be let loose to prey upon society again. 
The very name ‘ Penitentiary” does not 
imply punishment, but repentance, and, as a 
rule, repentance, whether real or feigned, is 
followed by pardon. The murderer, therefore, 
at the very outset, if he should be so unfor- 
tunate as to be convicted, instead of escaping 
by technicalities, as the most of them do, 
knows that he will go to prison with the pros- 
pects of pardon sooner or later. He knows 
that in the Penitentiary he will only have to 
work moderately hard, that he will be well 
fed with good substantial food, that he will 
also be well clothed, that he will have a 
physician when he is sick, that he 
will have his Sundays to himself, 
that fresh privileges will grow out of them, 
and that he will be allowed association with 
his fellows; in other words, that he will en- 
joy a condition of life which, in most re- 
spects, is preferable to his ordinary condition, 
and that he will be no worse off in prison 
than he is out of it, but, on the other hand, 
better. To assert that this is punishment for 
murder is the height of absurdity. To assert 
that it has adequate restraint upon the com- 
mission of crime is disproved by the increase 
of crime since hanging in Iowa was abol- 
ished. The only restraint upon the murder- 
ously disposed is the certainty that he will 
be publicly hanged by the neck until he is 
dead if he takes the life of his fellow, and 
that the punishment is as sure to come as the 
sun is to rise or set. He must know that 
this punishmant will be sure, that there is no 
appeal from it, and nohopeof pardon. This 
is not a cruelty, as the sentimentalists claim; 
and, even if it were, it is infinitely less cruel 
than the murderers odious crime. It is 
simple justice, and the only adequate com- 
pensation that can be made. It is a meas- 
ure of safety which it is the duty of the 
Courts to promptly take, so that society 
may be protected, and there is no protection 
in any other form of punishment for mur- 
der. Imprisonment offers a premium for 
murder, as is shown by the news from Iowa. 
The only hope and protection for the people 
of that State is in the re-erection of the gal- 
lows and its vigorous use. It is time that 
they abandoned their costly and dangerous 
experiment of tampering with the sanctity 
of human life. It is time that they ceased 
to listen to the emotional vaporings of silly 
men and women sentimentalists pleading for 

immunity for murderers.

THE TURNER TRIAL. 

MR. SWETT'S ARGUMENT. 
The Turner forgery case occupied the Criminal 
Court again yesterday. The room was well filled 
at an early hour, and the jurors were in their 
seats, still picking Sherman House food from 
their teeth at 8 o'clock. They bore the appear- 
ance of being well-fed but poorly-coutented be- 
ings, and such of them as had read of the fatigues 
of the Beecher jurors evidently shared their 


feelings. 
At 8:30 o’clock Mr. Swett arose and commenced 


his argument in defense of his client. He oc- 


cupied the entire day, with but an hour's inter- 
mission for dinner, devoting his time particular- 
ly to an examination and comparison of the sev- 
eral deeds, alleged forged aud genuine, which 
had been admitted as evidence. In the after- 
noon he reviewed the evidence in @ concise way, 
arguing, of course, that the preponderance was 
in favor of his clieut. 
Mr. Storrs will commence his argument this 
morning. It will spread over several hours. 
Mr. Barnum will foilow for the prosecution, and 
it is estimated that be will occupy not less than 
aday. The probabilities are that the case will 
not reach the jury before to-morrow noon. 
SPECULATION AS TO THE RESULT 
of the case is general, but the sentiment, 80 
far as could be judged, underwent a ma- 
terial and very unexpected change yes- 
terday. No one seemed to doubt that the 
deeds in question were forgeries, aud while they 
could not believe the theories of the prosecution, 
they were equally slow to credit the arguments 
and ideas of the defense. No one pretended for 
a moment that Turner would be convicted, but 
those who a few days ago had expressed a be- 
lief that he would be acquitted, were predicting 
a disagreement of the jury. The developments 
of to-day, however, may sway the spectators one 
way or another, but the effect upon the jury of 
any of the forthcoming arguments or develop- 
ments is beyond reckoning.

OUR OBSERVATORY. 
ITS PRESENT CONDITION—RAISING AN ENDOWMENT 
FUND. 

A meeting of the Endowment Committee of 
the Chicago Astronomical Society was held yes- 
terday afternoon in the office of the Chairman, 
C. N. Holden, Esq. It was resolved by the Com- 
mittee to enter at once upon the work of raising 
an endowment fund of not less than $50,000, 
the interest on which sum shall be applied to 
paying the salary of a first-class astronomer 
and the other expenses necessary to the conduct 
of a large observatory. 
The plan adopted provides that parties who 
subscribe $100 each shall thereby become life 
members, entitled, with their families, to the 
use of the Observatory on Tuesday and Thurs- 
day evenings. The payment of a larger bum. 
either on demand or by note drawing regular 
interest, will entitle the subscriber to nominaté 
one life-member for each $100 so paid; or the 
donation of $500 or more will constitute the 
giver a Lite Director of the Society. 
It was also decided that donations of smaller 
sums shall be accepted, entitling the subscriber 
to corresvonding privileges at the Observatory, 
which will be arranged by the Secretary. 
A meeting of the Observatory Committee was 
held last week, at which it was resolved, 
in accordance with a previous vote of 
the Society, that only life-members and 
their families, and subecribers of less 
amounts than $100, shall be permitted to 
visit the Observatory. The Committee wish it 
to be understood that such rule, and a strict ob- 
servance of it, is au absolute necessity at pres- 
ent. The building and big telescope are now in 
first-class working order,—thanks to the gentle- 
men who have subscribed money for tbat 

rehabilitation bas all 
There is pot a cent of 
debt hanging over the Observatory. But 
the work already done has exhausted 
the treasury, and there is no money in band with 
which to pay for exhibiting the telescope. It is 
now being handled as a lapor of love, for the 
benefit of those who have paid to put it in 
shape; and, as there are not less than 140 mem- 
bers who have the right to go there, with 
their families, it is physically impossible to 
admit any who have not a pecupiary claim to 
an iuspection of the heavens through the mon- 
ster telescope. Itistoo much to ask the time 
necessary to the use of the instrument, in a sin- 
gle case, from those whose spare time is already 
fully occupied, and that without compensation. 
Ine officers will be glad to meet subscribers at 
the Observatory, and take pleasure in trying to 
make the visit instructive as well as interesting. 
They are obliged to refuse admittance to all 
others—at least for the present. 

Nearly $2.000 are now promised, on condition 
that the full amount of $50 000 be raised by 
subscription. The money ought to be forthcom- 
ing without trouble. It is one of the noblest 
objects to which money can be contributed, and 
one the most useful. Not far 

$100,000 have been spent on the 
Observato to date, and the other 
$50,000 m be raised now in order that 
the investment of ‘the larger sum shall de of 
working value. At present the institution is ly- 
ing idle, except as it is at the service of mem- 
here, and it must continue to lie idle till money 
enough in raised to pay the expetse of conduct- 
ing it is as something more than a peep-show. 
Chicago Ought to take a front place in tne work 
of astronomical research, and will do so if the 
money required be forthcoming.

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LOCAL LETTERS. 
FATHER FORHAN AGAIN. 
To the Editor cf T he Chicago Trioune; 

Ann Arnon, Aug. 7.—Some days ago my feel. 
ings of indignation were so aroused at the treat- 
ment which certain members of my family re- 
ceived at the hands of members of the Catholic 
clergy of Chicago, that I wrote a long article for 
publication to the Chicago Times. It was not 
inserted, however, b I thought it would be well 
anyhow to let these gentlemen know that I am 
not through with them yet, that ‘‘ lam not dead 
but sleeping.” Did their conduct resemble in 
any way that of Christians, I could be satisfied 
to treat them with contempt for their proceed- 
ings in the past, but when their inhuman 
feelings of bigotry and persecution lead them to 
interfere with parties who have taken no part in 
my affairs I can no longer restrain myself from 
showing the community the villainy aud hypoo- 
risy of their lives. Since the newspapers are 
unwilling to receive my articles, I must heip my- 
self in another way, and this I have determined 
vo do by taking occasion of a lecture which I in- 
tend to deliver in a few weeks. Hitherto 1 have 
done nothing to compromise myself with Catbo- 
licity, since, as I have already said, the charge 
brought against me by Bishop Foley does not 
interfere in any way with my relations to Catbo- 
heity. Were Las Foley would have it, a thief, 
that other one who di a good Catholic 
beside Christ would teach me that 
there is nothing to prevent me from 
remaining a good Catholic. It is not necessary, 
however, to resort to these premises for my jus- 
tification, as Mr. Foley. is still a couple of hun- 
dred dollars in debt to me for services rendered 
under his jurisdiction. Catholics may be greatly 
ala: med at the prospect of my lecture, but I have 
sufficiently explained my position already. My 
intention is not to attack Catholicity, but to re- 
veal the conduct of my former colleagues in so 
far as they have personally interfered with me. 
I am not, however, disposed to lecture on their 
conduct. I will merely make incidental mention 
of it, as I have chosen to speak on denomina- 
tional education in the public schools. This 1 
intend to speak of from a Catholic standpoint, 
strange as it may seem, but yet so as to 
deny the right of priest or Bishop 
or any other ecclesiastical dignitery, to refuse 
the sacraments to the people, or interfere with 
them in a way because of their preference for 
the system of public school or und ] 
education. My position may seem a strange 
one, but I hope to sustain it, and it is to be re- 
membered by the people that my authority to 
speak on religious questions 1s just as good now 
as when I was fist commissioned by the Oatholic 
Church to teach Philosophy and Theology im its 
schools and colleges. This may sérveas a notice 
to the commuuity.

On Washington street, for instance, at 227, 
229, 225, and 201, rage are stored in an unsafe 
condition, At many other numbers on the same 
street there are no flue-stoppers, no sky-lights, 
no ladders to reach the roofs, unsafe cooking 
ranges, and ash barrels. On Madison street, 
from 89 to 95, there are rags, ashes, and shav- 
ings in an unsafe state; bad stoves and shavings 
at 181 and 185: at 187 to 189 thereare no ladders 
to the roofs; at 177 there are ashes and litter in 
dangerous amounts and places, but no ladder to 
the roof; at 180 to 182 the litter of mixed ashes 
and shavings are also liabie to repeat the history 
of July or October. There are similar dapgerts 
and nastiness reported on Adams street, from 
35 to 167. On Market street from 20 to 
to 167 there is almost an entire lack of ladders 
and flue-stoppers, with a dangerous forge and 
lights from 22t0 36. Fifth avenue bas a bad 
mess of oil-rags and shavings scattered from 84 
to 92, and fine-stoppers wanted at many places, 
and a dangerous boiler and smoke-stack at 52. 
LaSalle also has a batch of these dangers from 
12 to 212. Dearborn street has wood exposed on 
the roofs from 77 to 81, shavings at 194, litter 
and no skylight at 122 and 124, an uosafe dry- 
room, eic., at 160, shavings unsafe at 168 aud 


170; at 182 a combustible mass of oil-rags and 


ashes. State street is reported just as safo 
from 191 to 221, aod Clark street offers specia! 
inducements to conflagration among its oil-rags 
and litter at 214, 220, and 162 and 4, while a 
stove at 168 needs to be sold for oid iron, and 
almost every flue-hole seems to be without a 
a stopper. 

Regarding this communication, Bailey states 
his inspectors have already completed a list of 
nearly 500 names, embracing about all the vio- 
lations in the business portion of the city.

Remarks of Senator Doolittle in the 
Circuit Court. 


The Will of the Deceased Admitted to 
Probate. 


THE CIRCUIT COURT. 
REMARKS OF JUDGE DOOLITTLE. 


The following are the remarks delivered by 
Judge Doolittle Saturday morning, when a mo- 
tion was made to spread on the records of the 
Circuit Court the resolutions of the Bar Associa- 
tion on Judge Norton’s death. Judge Doolittle 
was formerly a partner of the deceased. 

After presenting the resolutions of the Chica- 
zo Bar Association, the speaker said:

Col. r patriot soldier of the war just 
begun with Great Britain.

Without fortune, and relying upon himself to make 
his way, he first went to Wheeling, Va., and taught for 
a short time a classical school, From there he went to 
Missouri, to renew at Potosi, in that his pursuit 
as a classical teacher in the High School, and to begin 
at the same time the study of law. Hf there met for 
the first time a most amiable and accomplished young 
lady,—Miss Phebe Ann Sheldon, who was ai-

The acquaintance thus formed ripened into — 
and. on the 25th day of December, 1837 (his twenty- 
fifty birthday), they were married at the residence of 
Gov. Dunklin, 

About one year after this event they removed into 
this State, and, im 1539, settled at Joliet. He was soon 
admitted to the Bar, and entered upon the practice of 
the law. He rose rapidly. His genial manners made 
him popular and beloved,and the ple where he 
lived gave him all the honors nd distinctions in their 
power. He was first elected City Attorney. In 1546 
he was elected County or Probate Judge, and was 
re-elected. In 1848 he was chosen member of the 
Constitutional Convention, In 1850 he was elected 
member of the Legislature. In 1352, in the last cam- 
paignu ia which the Whig party appeared as an actor 
on the stage of American politics, he was elected mem- 
ber of Congress as a Whig, During the second ses- 
sion of Congress came the repeal of the Missouri Com- 
promise,—that peaceful measure which, in the end, 
dissol political parties, and was the if 
not the direct cause, of our great Civil War. He re- 
sisted that measure with all his eloquence and 
power, His course was approved by the people of his 
district, and he was re-elected to Congress in 1454,— 
notasa Whig, but as a Republican. He served in 
that Congress with ability until March 4, 1857, 

In that year he was elected Circuit Judge, the duties 
of which office he discharged with industry, prompt- 
ness, ability, and courtesy, After the beginning of the 
Civil War, in 1862, he was again elected to Congress 
and served with honor during that most trying period 
until March 6, 1465,—near the close of the War. After 
the surrender of the South he steadily maintained 
that the Union of the States was not broken 

the Rebellion; that the Constitution was 
stil the supreme law, and binding upon 
Congress as well as upon all the States, and that 
therefore Congress had no more power to expel States 
from the Union than the States had power of them- 
selves to withdraw from it. It was a logic which com- 
manded the reason but it could not control the pas- 
sions of the times, inflamed to a white heat by the as- 
sassination of President Lincoln. But it is no part of 
my purpose tosay more than to state the ground on 
which the Republican y with its new aud more 
radical ideas was severed from him, 

In 1866, he was appointed by President Johnson 
United States District Attorney for the Northern Dis- 
trict of Illinois, He discharged the duties of that 
office until April, 1869, with . fidelity, with 
honor to himself and justice to After his retire- 
ment from that office he became associated with me in 
the practice of law in this city. We remained together 
until the fire of October, 1871, by which our office and 
library were destroyed, Simce that time I have been 
associated with my son, and he has been engaged in 
the practice of his profession, a portion of the 
time as counsel for the city, until confined to his 
house by the illness which resulted m his death. The 
affliction comes very near to me, It comes very 
near to all of us, whose heads like yours and mine are 
growing gray with advancing years. 

The resolutions in brief and fit words give his true 
character as known to the profession and to the world. 
But there was in bim a genial, affectionate, aud lov- 
ing ustu refined, heightened, and exalted by a 
true Christian life, which only those who 
knew him in his family and in intimate 
friendly intercourse could fully appreciate. It was in 
hie hospitable home, where he was so sincerely be- 
ved and almost idolized as husband, father, and 
friend, that these virtues of the soul shone forth, and 
made a beauty of character which no wealth can pur- 
chase and no intellectual greatness can supply. He 
leaves a moderate fortune to his beloved widow and 
family, the latter consisting of one son snd three 
daughters. But he leaves them something more than 
fortune, —a name above reproach, the name of au 
honest man, one of God’s noblemen. I respectfully 
ask, in conclusion, that the above resolutions may be 
placed upon the records of this honorable Court, 

The resolutions, together with the remarks of 
the Senator, were ordered to be spread on the 
records by Judge Booth. )

the same unto each of them and their 
heirs and assigns forever, respectively. One- 
tenth thereof to my wife, Phebe Ann Norton, in trust, 
the rents, issues, and profits thereof to be devoted.to 
the support and maintenance of my beloved mother, 
Mrs, Elizabeth Sheldon, and after her death to my 
beloved wife and to ber heirs and assigns, One-tenth 
thereof to my said wife and to such person as she may 
im writing under her hand and seal appoint in trust 
for the following purposes: The rents, issues, and 
profits of one-third thereof to be devoted to the main- 
tenance, education, and support of my grand- 
daughter, Josephine Jessie Norton, until 
she arrives at the age of 18, or marries, 
when the said amount shall be paid over to her; two- 
thirds thereof to be invested in some safe way, and the 
income arising therefrom to be paid over to my son, 
Martin Norton.

If Mr. Morton 
should take this opportunity to recant the finan- 
cial heresies into which he latterly fallen, it
